The governmental decree that April & May be dtageil as 


‘Cancer Months is primarily for two purposes. To create 


a keener awareness of the cancer problems among the 
citizens at large, thereby securing the public support nec- 
essary to promote a cancer program from this dread dis- 
ease and second, to raise the funds necessary to maintain 
the program of the Cancer Society by education, service 
and research. 

The Cancer Sdciety is organized into different prov- 
inces and then rezoned, Alberta having 15 zones. For the 
special campaign a local committee is elected and this 
committee takes care of the details in organizing the 
drive, securing members and collecting monies to further 
the work of the society, 

The money that is to be collected will be spent three- 
fold in Alberta. Education, which includes pamphlets, 
bulletins, literature for use in schools, handbooks for 

nurses, Visual éducation and public meetings, (b) Ser- 
vice, whieh consists of assistance to needy cases and the 
Cancer Dressing Service, which provides cancer dressing 
service to patients free. (c) Research, which is busy at 
all tithes finding out new ways to contol and conquer 
this dread disease. 

Everyone can see that money donated to the Cancer 
Society. willbe put to a good use. There is no waste to it. 

The Wainwright Council of the Society was late in 
starting this year and we understand that their drives 
well underway with solicitors out. Everyone knows of 
the horrors of cancer, so let everyone give to conquer this 
dread disease. 

As it now stands this disease will kill ‘one in every 
eight persons that seem healthy today. This is quite a 
high percentage, but cancer can and will be conquered. 
The one big item is early treatment. A very high per- 
centage of cures are obtained if the cancer is diagnosed 
early. It takes a good deal of money to operate this ser- 
vice to the public, and only by everyone givihg and giv- 
ing generously can the society operate. ,, All the money 
collected in Alberta will be spent in Alberta. In this way

able. Whe knows, someday we might need - the Cancer 
Society, but-today it needs us.

J... Birdsall, Supervisor of Crop 
Improvement, gays that it is diffi- 
cult to get an even distribution of 
brome grass if it is mixed with the 
smaller, heavier seeds of legumpba. 
The best idea is to seed the brome 
first. If you sow the brome after tne 
legumes there is a danger of dist:!- 
buting the legume seed already sown 
and getting it down too deep for sat- 
isfactory germination. 

Very few grass seeder attachments 
will sow brome grass seed tiniformly 
in fact many of them won't handle 
brome at all, Because of this, brome 
seed is usually mixed with grain and 
sown through the ordinary seder, 

When sowing brome (or any other 
grass or legume seed) with a grain 


| crop, the rate of seeding for the grain 


should not be more than one-half the 
usual rate. Suppose you are sowing 
a mixture of brome and alfalfa. You 
will sow the brome first (mixed with 
grain) through the ordinary seed 
dri. Let us assume that one bushel 
of barley and five pounds of brome 
per acre are to be seeded. Spread teu 
bushels of barley on a granary cr 
truck floor; pour fifty pounds of 
brome grass seed over it, and mix 
thoroughly with a shovel, This can be 
repeated until the desired quantity 
has been mixed, Sack part of the 
mixture and weigh it for use in set- 
ting the drill. 

The seed drill should be set for 
about one-half of a bushel per acre 
miére than the rate at which the grain 
ig to be seeded. The drill can then be 
adjusted until the desired rate is ob- 
tained. By putting a weighed amount 
of the seed into the drill after you 
think it is feeding through at about 
the proper speed, the rate of seeding 
can be calculated after an acre or 
two have been seeded, It is often ad- 
visable to go over part of the field 
a second time when the starting rate 
is too low, It is difficult to set a drill 
exactly as you want it, but with pa- 
tience, a gatisfactory adjustment can 
be made,- 

Depth of seeding is one of the most 
important factors for success with 
forage crops saye Mr. Birdsall. Brome 
grass seed should not be seeded more 
than one inch, and smaller seeds not 
more than one-half inch deep. By 
seeding into firm goil these depths 
are possible; and it is essent'al that 
the soil be finm if a good stand is to 
be obtained.. 

If you want to grow a pure stand 
of brome you will find the procedure 


outlined quite satisfactory but the|° 


rate of seeding in that case should 
be from ten to twelve pounds of 
brome to the acre, 

Further information on veecdhng of 
legumes and grasses can be obtained 
from District Agriculturists or from 
the Field Crops Branch of the Alber- 
ta Department of Agriculture,

PRICE SECURITY 
VERSUS INCOME 
We hear a lot these days about 
ecourity; and the government has 
given our farmers: price security in 
the form of a guarantee of $1.36 for 
their wheat until 1950, or until the 
British Canadian Wheat Agreement 
expires, It is well to bear in mind, 
however, that this’ security is only 
price security—which incidentally 
today is around $1.00 a bushel lower 
than the world market price for wheat 


Unfortunately. our farmefs do not|f 
live on price.'They live on income and | } 


neither our Canadian government nor 
the British, Wheat Agreement at- 
tempts to provide farmers with in- 
come security; for income depends 
not only on the price, but actually on 
price multiplied by the quantity sold: 
Our farmers, therfore, might have 
price security and still be greatly de- 
pressed if only relatively smal! quan-
